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The Hepsta Falls. The Hepsta is a small river which 
joins the River Mellte in the midst of some of the most 
beautiful scenery in the Vale of Neath. There are several 
waterfalls close to the confluence of the two rivers, the 
most celebrated being the Ysgwd-yr-Eira (the Spout of 
Snow), which is from 40 to 50 feet {high, and the Lower 
Hepsta Falls, the latter a picturesque series of leapsjand 
falls. 
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
